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THE WRITE STUFF Extra Text Area 


by Dick Estel 


One useful, but often 
overlooked feature of The Write 
Stuff is the "extra text area." This 
permits you to have two 
documents in memory at once (or 
more in the 128 version). You can 
switch between them. 

The most obvious use is for 
transferring portions of one 
document into another. You can 
“eat” sections of text from one 
document, and 
restore them in the 
other. Another 
use would be to 
compare two 
versions of the 
same document. 

To set up an 
additional text 
area, press 
[CONTROL] 
[SHIFT] +. In the 
64 version, this 
immediately splits 
the text memory 
area into two 
equal parts (about 10,000 bytes 
each). | 

In the 128 version you will 
see a horizontal bar with the 
numbers | through 9 across it. 
Pressing a number will divide the 
text memory area into two 
sections. The numbers represent 
the approximate percentage 
alotted to the original area. 
Pressing 3 would give you two 
areas, of about 19,000 bytes and 
43 000 bytes respectively. 
Pressing 5 would give you two 
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You can “eat " 
sections of text 
from one area 
and restore them 
them in another 
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equal areas, about 31,000 bytes 
each. 

Pressing additional numbers 
creates additional text areas, so you 
could have up to 10 separate areas, 
bat they would be limited to about 
6,000 bytes each. 

You switch between areas by 
pressing [CONTROL] gq. If you 


have more than two areas, pressing 


[CONTROL] [SHIFT] Q switches 
to the previous area, while 
[CONTROL] q moves to the next 
one. 
Two times in the 
year or so that [ 
have been using 
TWS 128, [have 
had a problem. 
Whatever [ did 
in one area also 
happened in the 
other area also. 
If I cleared the 
text in area 2, the 
text disappeared 
in area | also. If 
I loaded a new 
document, it 
loaded in both areas. I think the 
problem was related to something 
else [ had done wrong, but I would 
suggest saving the document in 
each area before loading a file or 
clearing text in another area. 
Overall this is.a very useful 
feature which I use regularly -- jast 
another benefit of the world’s 
greatest cheap word processor.

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Beginner's Comer 


This column will be dedicated 
to the novice 64 and 128 user. Each 
month I will try and feature 
something that the newer user can 
use during his or her computer time, 
that will hopefully make using their 
computer easier. 

This month we will be 
discussing the format command. In 
computer terms, format is used to 
make-up or arrange data on a disk to 
make it readable by the disk drive. 
When you format a disk, you make 
it ready to receive data from the 
computer to be stored for later use. 

The format command for a 
1541, 1571, and 1581 are the same. 
You would type: 

OPEN 15,3,15 (then press retum) 
“NO: diskname,AB" 

This command opens a channel to 
the drive processor, telling it to 
make the disk in that drive “new”. 
The 8 can be any number between 8 
and 30 depending on which drive 
you want to format. The 1571 and 
1581 come with device switches 
enabling you to switch from device 
8 through 11. The 1541, on the 
other hand, must be modified dither 
through software or the addition of a 
mechanical switch. The "0" is the 
default device number for CBM 
single drive units. “Diskname” is 
the name that you wish to call the 
disk. It can be up to 16 letters or 
numbers. Try not to use graphic 
characters, as they may lead to 
confusion. "AB" is the disk ID. 
Any 2 letters or combination of each 
may be used. Also try to use a 
different ID on each of your 
diskettes. This infonmation is what 
the drive looks at when you insert a

different disk into that unit. If the 
ID’s were the same, the drive would 
just think you took the disk out of 
the drive and reinserted it. If the 
disks were actually different, but 
had the same ID, the directory may 
become corrupted, as the drive 
stores the directory information in 
memory. This is especially true on 
the 1581. 

Type this command in and hit 
RETURN. Your drive will spin and 
the disk will be formatted. Be 
careful that the disk you have 
inserted is the one you want to 
format because all the data that was 
on the disk will be lost. 


Once you have formatted your 


disk, it is ready to receive data from 
your computer. To check that the 
disk is formatted, load the directory 
(LOAD "§$",8) and list the directory. 
On the 128 you would simply hit the 
F3 key. You should see the name 
and ID of the disk in the drive. 
Well, that’s all for this month.
